CHIEF JUSTICE BURGER TO DEDICATE THE JACOB BURNS 
LAW LIBRARY AT THE G.W. NATIONAL LAW CENTER 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger will give the address at 
the dedication of the Jacob Burns Law Library of The George 
Washington University National Law Center on Thursday, Oct. 18. 

The outdoor ceremony will begin at 5:30 p.m. at the National 

Law Center, 716 20th St,, N.W. 

While honoring Jacob Burns, a graduate (LL.B. With Distinction, 
1924; LL.D. , 1970), honorary trustee and long time benefactor 
of the University, the dedication also marks the completion 
of an expansion and renovation of the Jacob Burns Law Library, 
which was part of a $16.7 million renovation of the National 
Law Center facilities. 

"We are proud of these new facilities and of the alumni, 
student and faculty support that made them possible," said 
Dean Jerome A. Barron of the National Law Center. "Now, at 
last, the National Law Center has the house that its reputation 
and achievement merit."

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Increasing the library space by almost 35 percent, the 
changes in the law library consolidated the collections, study 
areas and library administrative offices, and added a large 
reading room which spans the entire second floor of Stockton 
Hall and connects Lerner Hall directly to the library. The 
library collection currently includes more than 300,000 volumes, 
and is especially strong in administrative and regulatory material 
and congressional coverage. 

The entire building program increased space in the National 
Law Center by 42 percent. The new buildings have a new moot 
courtroom, a main library reading room, 13 new classrooms, student 
lounge space, and new quarters for the law school's clinical 
program, which serves the elderly and indigent in Washington's 
inner city. 

A New York attorney specializing in corporate law, Dr. Burns 
was for many years Chairman of the Board of the USV Pharmaceutical 
Corporation and a Director of Revlon, Inc. He was appointed 
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of New York to 
the Committee on Character Fitness, and he also served as a 
member of the Committee on Grievances of the New York State 
Bar Association. He was active for many years in the affairs 
of the New York County Lawyers' Association, and served on its
